Everyhuman hastheirsinsand mistakes. Allah has hidden thesins 
of some people, while others are more open. As Muslims, we are 
supposed to give another person the benefit of the doubt. 
Personally, I have several ideas that come to mind when I see a 
fellowMusliminsin: 

Perhaps he doesn't know it is wrong. 

Perhaps he doesn't know why it is wrong. 

Perhaps nobody approached him nicely on the topic. 

Perhaps it is a coping mechanism to deal with his problems, and 
heneedscounselling. 

Let me give you a practical example: 

Yesterday, I was talking to a local Muslim who doesn't go to the 
Masjid for Salaah. I decided not to judge him but to spend time 
with him. I ended up learning that he was born Christian, forced to 
convert to Islam two years ago when his father converted and 
nobody taught him Islam at all. In such a case, can I really judge 
him? Shouldn't I teach him and slowly help him learn the basics of 






Islam instead? Would I have known all this if I just looked down 
upon him as a Muslim who doesn't pray and felt superior to him? 

I hope this example helps realize how to deal with people's 
mistakes. Many Muslims are born into Islam, or convert, without 
anybody teaching them anything and as a result they don't need 
judgment, harshness or to be looked down upon, but they need 
love and support to learn the religion, learn to love it and grow 
into it.

"Never does mercy enter anything, except that it beautifies it, and 
never does harshness enter anything expect that it makes it ugly,"

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The Grand Chief Imam showed up unannounced with a fleet of 
cars conveying his entourage - in their teeming number. Not 
surprised to see the number one Muslim though, but startled to 
be visited uninformed. It was at the approach of Solaatul 'Asr on a 
Jumu'ahday. 

Brethren had dispersed after sermon and solah. But I was still 
physically present attending to certain clerical obligations. On 
sight, I swiftly stepped out to reverently welcome the august 
visitor. I helped open the car door. "As-Salaamualaykum. 
Ahlanbikum, yaa sheikh." I saluted. "Waalaykum salaam. How 
are you?" He replied while his feet landed on the ground. So I 
shut the door and turned towards members of the convoy - 
greeting them one after the other. 

I led them in, still in surprise. And we all sat on the floor. "You are 
highly welcome, sir. It's really a great privilege hosting you 
extempore, sir. To what do we owe this rare visit, sir?" I inquired. 

"Are you the Imam." Quizzed the Grand Chief Imam. "Yes,lam, 
sir." I answered. "Who made you Imam?" Shocked by the 
probe, I answered: "Members of the mosque." 

“Have you been turbaned?" Puzzles set in. "Noooo!" I 
answered confusedly. "And you said you were Imam. You are not 
yet an Imam until you had been turbaned by us, because there can 
never be a king without a crown. And a king cannot pride himself 
except he had passed through the requisite traditional rites. So 
you are just acting. You are not yet substantive." That sounded 
like a detonated bomb. In smiles, I replied: "I will relay your 
message to the executive and other members of the mosque. We 
will pay you a visit to tell you the outcome of our meeting, sir." 

In our own teeming number, too, the sheikh was visited. Our 
message was laconically clear: "With due respect, sir. We are not 
interested in the proposed turbaning, sir. It's been a while we 
installed our Imam, and we are okay with the simple process." 
We declared frankly, albeit respectfully. 

I have witnessed different turbaning ceremonies of imams and 
oloyes - Baba Adini, lya Sunnah (with no traits of sunnah in their 













personalities), Giwa Adini, Seriki Adini, Taosiri etc. They were 
nothing but spirituality for show - wining, dining, in fact, singing 
and dancing. All sorts of forbidden acts, including intake of 
alcohol, did play out. 

What correlation has amaanah (trust) with partying? What is the 
ecstasy about? That you are doubly sure your road will be smooth 
on the day of recompense - when the Imam, the Baba Adini, the 
lya Sunnah et al will be questioned over the spiritual trusts they 
were saddled to handle. 

People fight to be Imam, to be oloye because of the turbaning and 
the paraphernalia that accompany it - the more reason some go 
theextra mile to get installed at all costs. 

People who are worth responsibilities are not appointed. Money 
is the key, even if the person's Islam is indisputably questionable. 
Even if he is morally bankrupt, it doesn't matter. If you are wealthy, 
you are worthy. 

Today, people who combine Islam and paganism are made oloyes 
in the mosque, and every Friday, spaces are created for them 
behind the imam. No one dares occupy any of such spaces except 
that he receives word bruises of his life. 


On Jumu'ah, Eid and any mosque occasion day, baba oloye is 
donned in babariga and his head turbaned, too. Conversely, on 
Isese or any other fetish fiesta, the same person is clad in pakaja 
and freely roams and dances round the community with the 
gbedu band. What a contradiction - taoheed and shirk 
(monotheism and polytheism)! What is wrong with us?

QUESTION AND ANSWER WITH SHAYKH 
(DR) FAADHIL ABIOLA [HAFIDHOHULLAH] 


Questioner: If there is a person who finds it difficult to observe 
Solaat, what supplication should this person observe earnestly so 
as to make it easy for him? 

Dr FaadhilAbiola: There are some deceptions in this society of 
ours. Allaah has given you the strength to carry out these 
obligations, but you are asking for a prayer as a way out. If your car 
has no fuel in it, will you askfor a supplication that will refuel it? 

We are directing this to the questioner; you will be severely 
punished if you die without observing (your) Solawaat (prayers). 
Why are you asking for a supplication? What supplication is 
recommended for a person who finds it difficult to pray? Don't 
you know how to perform ablution? Don't you know the way to 
the Masjid? Are you blind or don't you know how to get to the 
Masjid? Don't you hear the calls to prayer? Are you deaf? Yet you 
are asking for a supplication that will make you pray! That implies 
that punishing you is the way to make you take care of your 
prayers. 

You need to know that Allaah gave us brains (for valid reasons). 
Why did He give us functional brains? We are not animals that 
have no plan; they have nowhere to go, and they have no 
program. However, we human beings have programs; we know 
where to get money, we know where punishment is, and we know 
where hardship is. But in the case of praying you are asking for a 
supplication that will make you observe your prayers. 



















You should rise and go for prayer. Our own advice to you is that 
when you go to pray then it will be easy for you to make 
supplications. How do you want your supplications to be 
answered? A person who does not pray is asking us to teach him 
the supplication that will rectify this affair! Don't you know that 
you are a disbeliever for not praying? How will the supplication of 
a disbeliever be answered? You will have to start praying at the 
right times, after observing your prayers you will then supplicate 
to Allaah during the prayer that He should make it easy for you to 
be steadfast on your prayers. 

May Allaah make it easy for you! We will make supplications on 
your behalf, but you should follow the advice we have given you. 
May Allaah soften your heart for Islaam! May Allaah make Solaat 
easy for you and others who have not been observing their 
prayers too! May Allaah not make those of us who have been 
observing Solaat go out of Islaam! Allaah, the most High, knows 
best.

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This cuts both ways, those who preach unity with the purpose that 
all errors be tolerated and those who think cooperation on issues 
of valid common ground is betrayal. 

THE RECOMMENDED UNITY 

The original command is for Muslims to unite and not be divided 
(and hold onto the cord of Allah and do not be divided - Quran 
3:103). That is the ideal unity of ourdream. 

If the basis of this unity were not defined (Quran 5:2 defines it), it 

would meanthatall who claim belief in _.jj^^ui^wrightlyor 

falsely must unite regardless of the degree of heresy they are 
upon individually: the Ahmadis, the Shi'ites, the 'Alawites, the 
Shaaziltes, and all shades of deviancy unknown to some of us 
included. This is illogical, impossible and against the Quranic 
command to uphold the truth in all matters, most especially 
Tawheed (theoneness of Allah). 

Any good Muslim knows this is not meant because after warning 
that the Ummah would certainly split up, the Messenger 
instructed us to keep to only one of the groups:" those who are 
upon what I and my companions are upon" [Tirmizee]. 

But how can one keep to only one of 73 groups and still not sever 
oneself completely from the 72 others (who may still be Muslims 
generally)? 

Quran 5:2 explains: "Cooperate in righteousness and piety and do 
not cooperate in sin and transgression." 
































That cautious cooperation can only develop into the full unity 
recommended when all seek to be upon what the Messenger and 
his companions were upon. Before that, it will be self-deceit to 
imagine any meaningful unity, but hypocritcal unity meant only 
to seek the world rather than Allah's pleasure may be pretended; 
and that will lead us nowhere but to perdition. 
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It is reported from Abdullah bn Umar: When Umar bn Al-khattob 
arrived in Ash-Sham, he said to Abu Ubaydah-Allah be pleased 
with them: "Take us to your home." Abu Ubaydah said, "And what 
will you dou with my home?" Umar replied, "Just take us there." 
Abu Ubaydah said, "You only want to cry your eyes out over me." 

So he entered his house and saw nothing [byway of furnishings] 
in it. Umar asked, "Where are your things? I see nothing but rags, a 
water-skin and dish (tray), and you are a governor! Do you have 
food?" so Abu Ubaydah went over to an old pail (bucket) and took 
out some scraps, and Umar began to weep. Abu Ubaydah said to 
him, "I told you you would cry your eyes out over me. 0 
commander of the believers, sufficient for you from the dunya us 
what delivers you to your place of rest." Umar said, "The dunya 
changed usall except you Abu Ubaydah."
